Back-to-work movement, de¬ 
signed to re-open the strike sieged 
milis of the Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube Company, ended inconclu¬ 
sively today as a dynamite explo¬ 
sion heightened the tension on an¬ 
other front in the big steel strike 
area. 

A similar hack-to-work move in 
Detroit, however, gained mo¬ 
mentum in some General Motors 
Corporation plants, with the set¬ 
tlement of a walkout that has kept 
12,000 employes of the Ternstedt 
Manufacturing Company of De¬ 
troit idle since June 7. 

Propose Election 

The Steel Workers Organizing 
Committee proposed to the Bethle 
hem Steel Corporation that ai 
election be held at the strikebound 
Cambria works in Johnstown, Pa. 
to determine whether John L, 
Lewis’ steel union will represent 
the employes in collective bargain- 
ing. 

Pittsburgh headquarters of the 
union announced a telegram had 
been sent to Eugene Grace, presi¬ 
dent of Bethlehem, making the 
proposal. 

The union stipulated that if the 
union wins the election, the com¬ 
pany should agree to a written la¬ 
bor contract—the prime point at 
which independent steel companies 
have balked.

Early this morning death came 
peacefully to Dr. Charles Dexter 
Ball, for .’50 ycar.s dean of Or¬ 
ange county’s profe.ssional men 
and public-spirited citizens. Aft¬ 
er a life fniitful in every re.spect, 
active until the day before his 
death. Dr. Ball pa.sseil away at 
his home at 1919 North Hro.ad- 
way. 

He was 70 years old, born Oct. 
r>, 18.’59, in Stanstead. Quebec, and 
had lived in .Santa Ana since 
1887. 

Outstanding in every pha.'ic of 
activity, he was prominent in pol¬ 
itics, in nivio affairs, in faternal 
and church work, and in the medi¬ 
cal world. He was particularly 
loved for his long and laborious 
association with the public library, 
.since he was instrumental in its 
early growth and was presiilent 
of the board of director.s at the 
time the present building was 
erected. I-T. Ball continued to

Among the outstanding business 
activities with which he v.-as as¬ 
sociated were directorship in the 
First Natinal hank of Santa Ana, 
presidency of the Santa Ana Manu¬ 
facturing company, directorship in 
the California Crate company, and 
presidency of the Abstract and 
Title Guaranty company for more 
than a third of a century. 

Dr. Ball and his family were 
members of the Methodist Episco¬ 
pal church here.

Orange County Has 2000 
Persons Affected By 
Cooperative Plan 


state aid for self-help coopera¬ 
tives in Orange county will be con¬ 
tinued during the next fiscal year. 

This prediction was made today 
by Victor Schock, state field ad¬ 
visor for the cooperatives, who 
was in Orange county contacting 
officials of the cooperatives. 

Orange county is vitally con¬ 
cerned in the new state program, 
inasmuch as this county has a 
fourth of the entire members of 
the state in self-help activities. 
About 2000 persons are interested 
in the program in this county. 
There are units in practically 
every community. 

On Efficient Basis 

The state advisor said it is his 
belief that the same program, 
launched on April 1, will be con¬ 
tinued throughout the next fiscal 
year, which starts July 1. 

Self-help cooperatives are on the 
most efficient basis now they have 
ever been, he said. All persons 
eligible for city, county or state aid 
and not recipients of such aid, are 
eligrlble to join the self-help pro¬ 
gram. 

Budgets now are established for 
the workers in self-help units. 
They need not work any certain 
number of hours, but to be active 
members and share in the profits, 
they must put in 64 hours a 
month. Budgets are based on the 
number of persons in the family, 
and are about 15 per cent higher 
than SRA budgets. Active mem¬ 
bers draw cash and commodities. 
The more a member produces, the 
more his share in the profits 
amounts to. Goods are distributed 
from a central warehouse in Los 
Angeles. 

Borrow From State 

Units can borrow money from 
the state fund with which to 
launch and finance projects. They 
can pay the money back out of 
earnings. They are given boolc 
credits for their surpluses, dis¬ 
posed of by the state. 

It is the intention of the cooper¬ 
atives to produce everything a 
family needs to live comfortably, 
with the exception of imported 
items such as coffee and tea. 
Goods not produced m this county 
are secured from the central ware¬ 
house. 

Orange county units now are 
producing agricultural crops of 
various kinds, olive oil, canned 
goods of every description, jellies, 
etc. They operate shoe shops, ga¬ 
rages, transportation projects, 
fire-wood projects, poultry ranch¬ 
es, dairies, and clothing projects.

JUDGES PLAN 
ALUMINUM 
RULING 


DISASTERS IN 
COUNTY ARE 
RECALLED 


Paying tribute to the record of 
service of a Santa Anan, officials 
in the state order of Knights of 
Columbus last night pointed to 
Clyde Ashen as their new leader 
in an aggressive campaign against 
the anti-democratic and anti- 
religious forces of Communism. 

More than 300 knights and civic 
and church officials gathered in 
American Legion hall to honor 
A.shen, who will hold the highest 
state position in the order during 
the next year—state deputy. He 
is the first man to be chosen for 
this office in a city south of Los 
Angeles. 

La(^k of Religion 

Jo.seph Scott, fir.st state deputy, 
who was made Knight of St. Gre¬ 
gory by the Pope, made the prin¬ 
cipal address as guest speaker. 

Laying prime blame for the 
problems of the country to a for¬ 
getting of religious principle.s, 
Scott .said in part: 

"The forces arraycfi today 
against the principles of religion 
and democracy have never before 
been equalled. The men who 
founded this country were a re¬ 
ligious people. But today most of 
the American people profess no re¬ 
ligion.’’ 

Concluding, Mr. Scott .said: "It 
is fitting that we come to a rela¬ 


tively small city, a place where 
people can and do live normal 
lives, where the forces of law and 
oruer are not a menace, for a 
leader for our order.” 

Represents Ideal 

The Rev. Lewis A. Mulvihill 
chaplain Knights of Columbus, 
Dual di.strict, Redondo Beach, 
cited the seriousness of the task 
laid out for Ashen, saying: 

"He stands for the personifica¬ 
tion of an ideal—one to which we 
.should all give heed. Americans 
have a mighty mission in the world 
today—the preservation of the 
ideal of democracy and liberty, 
'fhe Knights of Columbus have 
this sen.se of dedication to this 
ideal. 

“Now the Knights of Columbus 
are planning a methodical cam¬ 
paign against communism. And 
there is but one means of combat 
- to go among the working men 
and prove we are their friends. 
That is the program the Knights 
of Columbus intend to inaugurate.” 

Need for Reverence 

The Rev. O. Scott McFarland, 
pa.stor of the First Presbyterian 
church of Santa Ana, declaring 
that "the great need of us all is 
to have a reverence for life at its 
he.st," voiced an expression from 
Protestantism of sympathy for the 
order. 

"The high responsibility of all 
of us,” he said, "no matter of what 
faith, is that we think through the 
problems that confront us.” 

A.shen, in his .speech of reapon.se, 
announced the .specific plans of the 
order in carrying out their cam¬ 
paign. 

“A state committee to crusade 
against atheistic communism will 
be formed, with chairmen in San 
Francisco, Fresno anrl I.os An¬ 
geles. From the.se points speakers 
will be .sent out into the field.” 

Welcome by flavor 

An address of welcome was 
made by Mayor Fred C. Rowland,

(AS— California 
will live up to its obligations to 
the unemployed. Governor Merriam 
said in a statement here. 

After making this assertion, the 
governor replied sharply to state¬ 
ments made by two of his critics

To the charge voiced at the 
supervisors’ meeting by Stanley 
Abel of Kern county that the gov¬ 
ernor "wants the $24,000,000 relief 
fund for a gigantic slush fund to 
re-elect him.self,” he replied heat¬ 
edly: 

"It’s False” 

"If Abel has any evidence that 
in the years which I have managed 
relief iiplicating I indulged in any 
political activity, he is advised to 
come forward and make it known,” 
he said. 

"If he hasn’t. I can say it’s false 
and I could use a shorter word. 

“It’s my understanding the 
•supervisors were engaged during 
the legislature in the raising of a 
$1.5,000 to $17,000 fund to lobby 
their bill through. If that isn’t 
playing politics with human mis¬ 
ery, I don’t know what is.” 

’The governor said he had no 
fight with the supervisors of the 
state, that he realizes “most of 
them want to cooperate in solv¬ 
ing the problems of relief, but 
there have been two or three in 
their a.ssociation who have under¬ 
taken to compel the acceptance of 
their program whether it is satis¬ 
factory or not. TTiey don’t number 
very many. You could count them 
on the fingers of one hand. Most 
of them are trying to do what is 
right.” 

The governor took equally blunt 
issue with .Supervisor C. E. Grier,

Floods, droughts, extremes in 
heat and cold, earthquakes and 
windstorms—all these have come 
upon what is now Orange county. 

All these will come again. 

TTie word "will” is used advised¬ 
ly, for Nature has a way of re¬ 
peating. There is no stre.ss in 
weather that cannot, may not and 
almo.st certainly will not be 
equalled in times to come, 

’The purpose of this paper is not 
to argue .so much as it is to pre¬ 
sent facts that are obtainable by 
anyone who takes the trouble to 
dig into the history of Southern 
California. 

Extremes In Weather 

The annals of California furnish 
le.ss data concerning extremes of 
heat and cold and of windstorms 
than they do of earthquakes, 
floods and droughts. The reason 
for that is that for nearly a cen¬ 
tury after the Spaniards settled 
California, beginning with the ar¬ 
rival of Pnrtola’s expedition in 
1769, extremes of heat and cold 
and windstorms did little damage 
to the cattle industry, which 
throughout that century was the 
foremo.st indu.strv of California, 
excepting only the activities rc- 
.sulting from the di.scovery of gold 
in 1848. 

Floods, droughts and carth- 
quake.s, however, did disturb the 
people of California throughout 
that century, as well as during 
more recent decades. 

It is of interest, and perhaps of 
profit, for us to look back over 
the pages of hi.story. review some 
of the things that have happened 
in this fair land of glorious sun¬ 
shine, and discu.ss some of the 
things that have been done to meet 
conditions brought about bv ex¬ 
treme antics on the part of Dame 
Nature, and to point out .some of 
the things that have not been 
done. 

Aliout Earthquakes 

Severe earthquakes have been 
few and far between in Orange 
county. Fortunately no major 
earthouake fault cuts through the 
county, unless the Inglewood fault 
which touches the western edge is 
to be numbered as a major earth¬ 
quake faidt. It is. of course, one 
of the major faults in Southern 
California. It was responsible for 
the severe shake of March 10. 
1933. and. no doubt, for that 
temblor of .luly 23, 1769. described 
bv a number of men who were 
with Don Ca.spar Portola on that 
occasion, which marked the first 
passing of white men through the 
Santa Ana vallcv. 

Mission Destroyed 

The year 1812, called “el ano de 
los templores,” brought about the 
destruction of San Juan Capis¬ 
trano mission. Extensive damage 
was done to the mi.s.sion buildings 
at Santa Inez and La Purissima. 
It is likely that the disturbance of 
1812 was not so severe as that of 
1933. The huge church tower at 
the mis.sion may have been top- 
hcavv with the weights of its bells, 
and the church, like many another 
building of more recent construe -1 
tion, was not built to .stand earth- i 
quakes. 

There were heavy shakes chron¬ 
icled in Los Angeies .luly 11. 1855, 
and Jan. 9, 18.57. It was March 
26, 1872, that Owens valley suf¬ 
fered its disaster. The town of 
I.one Pine, shaken to the ground, 
buried 26 dead. The grcate.st dis¬ 
aster of all struck San Francisco! 
and the bay region April 18, 1906. 
The disturbance of 1933, centering 
at Compton and Ixing Beach, did 
severe damage over a large por¬ 
tion of the coastal plane of the 
Santa Ana valley. 

I’reparedness 

Let us pause here to ask: What 
can be done about earthquakes? 

The answer is: Build to meet 
them. 

Knowing that we do have earth¬ 
quakes, perhaps only one bad one j 
in half a century or three-quarters 
of a century, or a century, is it the 
sensible thing to do to sit idly by, 
and let the next one come upon us 
unprepared ? 

Most of tho.se municipalities that 
have suffered the most .severe 
earthquake damage—San Francis¬ 
co, San Jose, Santa Barbara, Los 
Angeles, Long Beach,—and most 
municipalities that .suffered lesser 
damage, including Santa Ana, 
have put into effect building regu¬ 
lations that will protect them¬ 
selves against heavy damage even 
■should earthquakes more severe 
than any they have experienced 
hitherto come upon them. 

There may bo cities in Orange 
county that have not adopted 
proper building regulations to pro¬ 
tect themselves. There may be 
some where eternal vigilance does 
not prevail. 

■Whatever the situation is, this 
we do know about earthquakes— 
we can protect ourselves by build¬ 
ing to meet the heaviest, the most 
damaging earthquakes recorded by 
the history of this area. Steel 
and reinforced concrete, good mor¬ 
tar between the bricks, good wood 
construction—these things have 
been called into use. They are our 
avenue of assurance.

Relief agencies of the state, fed¬ 
eral and county governments are 
paying more than a quarter mil¬ 
lion dollars a month to charity and 
relief cases in Orange county, ac¬ 
cording to a tabulation released 
today by the California Taxpayers’ 
association. 

Its report said that in March 
the total county, state and federal 
welfare expenditures were 5289,- 
832 to 7419 cases. 

Joint state and county aid to 
needy aged amounted to 531,189 
for 1024 cases, to needy blind 
51548 for 43 cases, and 55038 for 
377 orphans. 

County aid, according to the re¬ 
port, totaled 510,107 for 521 un¬ 
employable indigents in addition 
to aid given in public institutions. 

SRA expenditures totalled 597- 
571. for 2666 ca.ses in the county, 
while the federal government, 
through WPA. cared for 4712 
spending 5140,509. 

Total welfare expenditures in 
California for all types of relief 
reached 512,845,015 and assisted 
329,130 indigents and unemployed, 
according to the report. Joint 
state and county aid to needy 
blind, aged and orphans totalled 
52,750,958 for 100,2,34 castes. 
County relief to 44,962 indigents 
amounted to 51,033,864. The state 
spent $2,299,238 in SRA relief to 
71.243 unemployed, while federal 
WPA projects cost $6,760,955 and 
gave relief employment to 112.691 
during the month.

It is, according to 
Joseph Fleuriot, pastry chef of 
the Waldorf-Astoria, one of the 
most popular of all desserts. Just 
plain cherry pie. he points out, is 
delicious, but deep cherry mer¬ 
ingue pie has that certain .some¬ 
thing! 

Right now, too, he says, is an 
ideal time for it. Cherries are 
here, primed for pies! 

Do be careful though in making 
your deep dish cherry pies warns 
Fleuriot. It isn’t that they are 
hard to make, ne explains. It’s just 
that one must have patience and 
remember that the preparation of 
the crust, the cherries, and the 
meringue are all equally important 
and require equal care.

which will give the pie an unusual¬ 
ly fine nutty flavor.

.Meringue 

Beat the whites of six eggs un¬ 
til they are stiff, sprinkle with 
two (2) ounces of powdered sugar, 
mix well and heat. When your 
pie is baked, remove from oven, 
add the meringue on top and place 
in oven until the meringue is 
browned. Pie may be served hot 
or cold.

— Two volumes, 
each containing six Negro Spirit¬ 
uals, were released to the market 
by the W. C. Handy Music Pub¬ 
lishing company of New York this 
week. 

The storie.s describing the con¬ 
ditions exisiting when these Spirit¬ 
uals were evolved have been writ¬ 
ten by Ruby Berkley Goodwin, 
Fullerton writer and poetess, while 
the musical scores were written 
by William Grant Still and the il¬ 
lustrations sketched by Albert 
Barbelle. 

The publishers of the book have 
bound it in modern music form. In 
writing the preface, Wellington 
Adams, musical editor, describes 
the stories presented by Mrs. Good¬ 
win as "intuitive conception of 
the anti-helium negro's traits and 
peculiarities. She depicts the negro 
with uncanny accuracy in varying 
moods of gayety, .sadnc.ss, and 
emotional frenay common at the 
time the.se spirituais were created." 

The first volume contains "Gwin- 
ter .Sing All Along De Way:" "All 
God’s Chillum Got Shoes:” "Lis-cn 
to De I.,am's:" "Keep ,\Ie F'om 
Sinkin' Down;" "Lawd, Ah Wanta 


Be a Christian,” and "Great Camp 
Meeting.” 

Mrs. Goodwin, best known at 
present for her poems dramatic 
sketches and .short stories, con¬ 
ceived the idea of the.se dramatic 
sketches several years ago when 
she discovered that, only two gen¬ 
erations removed from slavery, 
she knew little of the spirit of 
the negro spirituals. 

She began a study of them, and 
evolved these twelve dramatic 
.stories, around which William 
Grant Still based his musical 
scores for the production. 

Still, now conn cted with a 
Hollywood picture studio, is one 
of the best known of negro com¬ 
posers. His work is recognized 
over the world. A recent i.ssue of 
"Etude” contained a long article 
on him and his work. 

-Mrs. Gootiwin is mother of five 
children and was reared in Illi¬ 
nois. A recent issue of the New 
York Times contained a review of 
her poetry. She now is engaged 
in collecting her many poems in 
hook form, and in writing a novel, 
"Pure White,” which has been 
scanned, in part, by publishers 
who have expressed an interest 
In it.

T he Republic Steel corporation’s suit to force the post- 
office department to deliver food to strike besieged 
workers in its Niles and Warren, Ohio, plants should de¬ 
cide at least one thing—and that is whether the C. I. O. 
or the United States government is running the post- 
office. 

So far Farley’s aides have offered as a flimsy excuse 
for not delivering the mailed food that it is “irregular” 
service. 

Such an alibi deceives no one. When a parcel contain¬ 
ing legitimate contents is mailed to a legitimate destina¬ 
tion with the right amount of postage prepaid—the law 
provides that the postoffice must deliver it. 

And if delivery is refused for what is patently a po¬ 
litical reason by some political job holder, it’s time for 
the American people to get busy with an axe.

WASHINGTON. — The national, 
labor relations board will shortly 
i.ssue two of the most momentous 
rulings in its turbulent history, j 
Both will directly affect, though ' 
have no immediate connection | 
with, the current C. I. O. struggle 
with the independent .steel com¬ 
panies. 

The board's decrees will; 

1. Require employers not only to 
bargain collectively with their 
workers but to enter into agree¬ 
ments with them. 

2. Hold that minority groups of 
workers cannot ask for separate 
agreements but must abide by the I 
terms negotiated by the majority ] 
union. 

Both rulings will go squarely to 
the heart of the pre.sent wave of 
strike.s. They will also tackle is- I 
sues which the board .so far h.as 
c.autiously side-stepped. j 

.Since the days of the famed ] 
Section 7A of the NRA, unions j 
have complained that certain em¬ 
ployers were evading compliance 
with the law by going through the 
motions of bargaining with them 
but refusing to sign contracts, and 
by secretly instigating minority 
unions which demand separate i 
agreements. Weighted down with 
injunction.s, the lioard ducked a 
.showdown on the.se issues until 
the supreme court had passed on 
the validity of the collective bar¬ 
gaining act.

The court's recent decision, while 
upholding the law, did not conclu¬ 
sively settle the question of the 
compulsion on employers to sign 
contracts. 

In his majority opinion. Chief 
Justice Hughes declared, ". . . the 
act doc.s not compel agreements 
between employers and em¬ 
ployes. . . .” The labor board and 
certain employer elements differ 
sharply on the exact meaning of 
this language. 

Employers interpret it to mean 
that as long as they allow their 
workers to organize and negotiate 
with them, they have complied 
with the letter of the law. They 
claim they do not have to sign 
contracts. The board as.scrts such 
an interpretation makes a .sham 
and mockery of the law. 

It holds that Hughes did not in¬ 
tend to give employers a loophole 
to avoid entering into agreemenls 
with unions, but was enjoining the 
board from prescribing the terms 
on which they had to get together.

To force this undercover attack 
into the open and bring a show- I 
down on its powers, the board has ■ 
decided to kill two birds with one 
stone: 

1. Exclude minority unions from 
the operation of the Wagner act. 

2. Lay down the flat injunction 

on employers that they must sign 
contracts after collective bargain¬ 
ing or be subject to prosecution 
for violation of the law. 1

If a group of sincere peace advo-1 
cates on Capitol Hill have their 


way, .lune l.'i may become a na¬ 
tional holiday.

"With Hiirlden proaperlty.owners became minor 
theatrical maftnatea, artistic impressarlos cater¬ 
ing to people who demandeil the best and will- 
infily paid for it. Hunninj; a modern night club 
IS a fascinating and often an uncertain busine.ss. 
The more money that flows in. the more an 
owner must a[)end to keep it coming. People 
grow tired of the same decorations and floor 
sluiws and lighting elTects F.verything, these 
days, must be the la.st word in mfslernism 
dilferent. bigger, brighter and smarter. 

“Modernistic chairs and tables, oil paintings, 
and rich drapes are expensive. And owners had 
just begun to absorb this added overhead when 
along came girl shows. In the old days a few 
chorus girls would have been a .special attrac¬ 
tion, But now. when one place advertises 5 beau¬ 
tiful entertainers, the other plans a revue of 10 
or 20 -even more beautiful and perhaps better 
dancers. This seemed to be the last word In 
entertainment. We didn’t .see what more could 
be done to draw cu.stomer.s and the budget 
wouldn’t stretch any farther. 

"A new name became famous- night clubs. 
Cafes, cabarets and other terms for these festive 
places died out. And while once an average 
‘spot’ could be opened for a few hundred dollars. 

It now requires thou.sands and months of con¬ 
ferences with architects and decorators. 

"In the past few years night clubs have 
sprung up like mushrooms For a time the field 
was tremendously crowded—in some cities there 
seemed to be almost as many clubs as drug 
stores, one on almost every busine.ss block. And 
every new venture means another rival who 
may spend money more lavishly. For a few 
months many new clubs enjoy immense popu¬ 
larity because of novel features, an unusual 
floor show, or an especially talented dancer. 
Then a new place opens Its doors nearby with 
an even bigger orchestra, a larger dance floor, 
and often a dance team which is paid several 
thousand dollars a week. It may be equipped 
with electric voice ampllflers, an air condition¬ 
ing system, lighting effects which change the 
Interior from an ordinarily beautiful room to a 
symphony of rainbow colors an endless flood 
of alternating, glowing lights playing upon the 
dancers and their costumes. And while the 
crowds fill the more luxurious club, the others 
suffer in proportion. 

"Action, swift and continuous. Is the guiding 
motive of modern night club entertainment. 
Speed -speed -and still more speed features 
every novelty act and ballroom team. Spanish 
dancers keep up the tempo, ballet girls whirl 
like dervishes- masters of ceremonies with a 
fund of clever chatter keep the crowd at high 
tension. Troupes of pretty girls and special re¬ 
vues come and go under the spotlight, perform¬ 
ing intricate steps and dance innovations In an 
endless swirl of color. 

"Yet the patrons grow bored easily, and own¬ 
ers are constantly looking for original 'stunts.’

T HK (!AY and hilarious crpwds of yesterilay 
danced and dined anil wined in little cafes 
which would be lost in a corner of today’s restau¬ 
rants and night clubs. They waltzed under glar¬ 
ing lanqis ami sparkling chandeliers in the flow¬ 
ing, graceful feminine costumes of the era. 
I.illlan Bu.ssell hats bobbed across the tables, 
long skirts swciit the dance floor, and at mid¬ 
night hilarity had reached its height. Their 
[ileasures, compared to the entertainment of 
more recent years, were simple; good food, 
laughte.’ that lang contaglou.sly around the 
room, a little music and long hours of dancing. 
Fun-loving .society drove dulj care away, forgot 
troubles and duties to enjoy the hospitality of 
little cafes which remained open until the sun 
came up. 

These favorite haunts of .lack London, Am¬ 
brose Bierce, .loaquin Miller, Frank Norris, the 
poet George .Sterling and other writers have 
vanished, and the glamorous years of the early 
West's “night life ' are forgotten by all save a 
few old-time companions of those famous men 
Murky, cobwebbed cafes and dimly lit ren¬ 
dezvous where artists and youthful authors 
dined and talked by candlelight until the gray 
hours of dawn, arc a fading memory of the 
romantic past. From the colorful Bohemian 
cabarets of the gay nineties have sprung the 
gilded, ultra-modern night clubs of today: now 
a growing million dollar industry, still expand¬ 
ing and offering luxuries and entertainment 
undreamed of by the proud proprietors of those 
modest "pa’aces” less than half a century ago.

"Pretentious fashion shows are not unusual. 
Professional models clad in the latest Paris and 
London creations parad 9 across the dance floor 
—a display appreciated especially by feminine 
guests. 

"The selection of an orchestra is of first Im¬ 
portance. Guests come to talk and dance, and 
the music must be excellent. 

"Famous orchestras, composed of 12 to 15 
members, today receive from $2000 to $5000 a 
week for seven nights’ work! The average en¬ 
gagement, however, is usually from six to eight 
weeks. They keep moving around the country, 
never remaining long in one place. Like enter¬ 
tainers, they draw crowds for only a limited 
period ,their newness gradually pales and other 
night clubs engage them as a chief attraction.” 

Visiting celebrities are introduced to the 
guests by the master of ceremonies, and are 
welcomed by night clubs as an attraction in 
themselves. They rise and bow, perhaps speak a 
few words, and patrons go home thrilled to have 
seen a famous personage. 

Modern night clubs have become an intensely 
specialized business. In which fortunes are made 
and lost within a few short months. Grandeur, 
luxurious surroundings and continually chang¬ 
ing entertainment are essential, since they cater 
to gay crowds that go always to the brightest, 
newest places.

The secret of a profitable night club is to hold 
the customers' attention. 

"Some clubs, in addition to the regular floor 
show, feature special sporting events. Fencing 
teams arc hired, badminton experts display their 
skill, and in one case a table tennis tournament 
was held among the guests. This particular 
novelty was thought by this proprietor’s advis¬ 
ors to be carrying the ’act’ too far. Originality, 
they said, was splendid in its place, but table 
tennis on the dance floor would drive patrons 
away. But when the owner made up his mind 
to go ahead anyway, arrangements were made. 

"The first night customers applauded and 
cheered the two experts who shot the little white 
ball across the table, and the tournament was 
under way.

Yes, the after results of war are peculiar. 
Take the case of Mrs. Mary Jones. She lives in 
Ncwhall, Leicestershire, in England. She kept 
an old 16-pound shell—with the powder and 
priming removed—in the house as a war relic 

Mrs. Jones is an old lady of 73, and the cold 
weather affects her more than it used to. She 
thought of buying something like a hot water 
bottle for a bed warmer but her eye lighted 
on the sixteen pound shell. Just the thing! She 
put it on the stove and heated it mildly—It 
made a very good bed warmer! Then, as she 
was ill the next day, she asked a friendly neigh¬ 
bor to heat the shell tor her. The neighbor put 
in in the oven. This shell -with no powder and 
no priming in it—exploded and blew the oven 
door clear across the room! 

The air inside the shell had expanded and 
blown off the cap. 

T he idea of a gun shooting around a corner 
always seems comic. Guns can’t quite do 
that, hut they don’t shoot straight, either. They 
put about the same amount of curve on a shell 
that a good big league pitches puts on a baseball. 

A French “7.'5”, for in.stance, shooting at a 
range of 4 '2 miles will throw a curve that makes 
Ihc shell land 240 yards to the right of where it 
is aimed. The amount of curve is about 1/33 of 
the range. 

A good big league pitcher like Van Lingle 
Mungo or Wesley Ferrell can make a fast curve 
break about a foot and a half on its way to the 
plate. They can throw a roundhouse that would 
break more; easily a foot and ten inches. In that 
case, the amount of curve would be about 1/33 
of the distance from the pitcher’s box to home 
plate. And speed? The French ”75” is only about 
ten times as fast as these pitchers. No wonder 
catchers have their hands all banged up! 

One queer and difficult feature about aiming 
a long range gun is that the rotation of the 
earth must be taken into consideration. This 
is because all parts of the surface of the earth 
do not move at the same speed. For instance, a 
spot very clo.se to the north pole, like a spot 
near the center of a phonograph record, moves 
slowly. A .spot on the equator travels at a rate 
of about a thousand miles an hour. Shooting 
from the north pole towards a spot on the 
equator would be like shooting at a flying duck 
you’d have to aim ahead of it to score a hit. 
The difficulty of hitting a, target at long range 
is shown by the record of Big Bertha. This gun 
had a range of 76 miles. Shooting at the city of 
Paris, which is an enormous target, it had an 
area of two by two-and-a-half miles in which 
a .shell was likely to do serious damage. This 
area was hit 183 times; it was missed 120 times. 
When you mi.ss a target two by two-and-a-half 
miles in size, in spite of the most careful and 
elaborate calculations, you know that it’s hard 
to shoot .straight at .such a distance.

Intcre.st in her 
career .still runs so high that she was made a 
.saint in lOlfi, 

Joan capitalized on a very fine bit of p.sychol- 
ogy which was again used by Napoleon hun¬ 
dreds of years later. She arrived on the .scene 
at a time when a French professional army, not 
very much interested in what was going on, was 
hacking away from the British. She gave them 
a noble, romantic ideal to follow. Hers was not 
a ca.s<‘ of a rich noble paying men to fight .so 
that his back yard would be enlarged. She 
olTered them a chance to fight for France to 
follow commands from Heaven it.self, given to 
her in visions. It drew men to the French ban¬ 
ners and made them fight like tigers. 

Napoleon, again appealing to the common 
man, calling his soldiers ”my children,” urged 
them to fight for liberty and equality and to 
.set free the poor, downtrodden people of other 
lamls. His men felt that they really had .some¬ 
thing to fight tor. That the poor, downtrodden 
people thus liberated were .saddled with new 
governments and new taxes was not mentioned 
in the pre-battle orations because it would have 
spoiled the romantic effect of the appeal.

S OME very queer incidents have been caused 
by the severe discipline of military life and 
in the ordinary cour.se of a civilian’s life, 

A .sentinel named Hatfield who was on duty 
guarding royalty during troublous times in Eng¬ 
land was charged with falling asleep. A eourt 
martial tried him and sentenced him to death. 

Hatfield wa.sn’t guilty. He hadn't been asleep. 
The trouble was that he had no witnesses to 
prove it, but stood his ground in court and made 
a very startling statement which saved his life. 

”I tell you,” he said, ’’that on midnight of the 
night when I was .said to have been asleep, I 
heard the bell of Big Ben in the di.stance.” 

The court demanded proof. Hatfield agreed to 
give it. 

’’That night,” he went on, ’’in.stead of .striking 
tv/elve times as it usually does, it .struck thir¬ 
teen times.” , 

Big Ben, located in a tower of the Houses of 
Parliament, is a traditional .symbol of British 
accuraey and reliability. To an Englishman such 
a charge was the .statement of a guilty man 
desperately trying any ruse to avoirl punish¬ 
ment. Hatfield was returneil to confinement, and 
as a matter of form, before his execution, the 
officials in charge of the big clock were Inter- 
viewed. They arlmitted that on the night in ques¬ 
tion Big Ben had made the rare mi.stake of 
striking thirteen times at midnight 
Hatfield lived to be 102. 

Authorities in this country .sometimes make 
errors, too. On one occasion California was cap¬ 
tured by mistake! 

In the early 18IO’s both England and the t'ni- 
ted .States knew that .Mexico had only a nominal 
control over California. .Naval officers of both 
countries were instructed to be on the alert. If 
a legitimate reason would be shown, U. S. naval 
authorities were to seize California. The navy 
men of the United .States were particularly 
anxious because the west coast claims of the 
small American nation were vague at best; the 
English had done a good deal of exploring and 
claiming in the north, and by extending their 
power southward they might shut off the United 
.States from the entire Pacific Coast. 

Commodore T. A. C. .tones of the American 
.Navy was cruising around in the Pacific in 1842 
when word came to him that the United States 
had ileclared war on .Mexico. It wasn't true, hut 
he diiln't know that. He landed his marines at 
Monterey, which was then California's capital 
The .Mexicans, outnumbereil, figured that dis¬ 
cretion was the better part of valor and made 
little resistance and .soon the American flag was 
flying over the old adobe customs hou.se 

Then Cornmoilore .lones scouted around among 
the official documents and discovered to his 
chagrin that the two nations were at peace.

is "aqua.” In consequence, the 
greater number of words having 
relation to water contain the 
Latin "aqua” in connection with 
other Latin v/ords to give "aqua¬ 
tic,” "aquarium, ” and "aquama¬ 
rine” (a semi-precious .stone; 
transparent and having a bluish- 
green tint). In form of "aque¬ 
duct” we have a structure for 
carrying water, especially run¬ 
ning water, over a distance and 
in "aqueous” we have that which 
is saturated with water, as an 
aqueous vapor or an aqueous so¬ 
lution. 

However, the Latin "sudus ’ 
gave us the word "suds” to de¬ 
scribe soapy water, especially 
when it is foaming with air-bub¬ 
bles, anJ also gave us “sudor,” 
meaning sweat or perspiration. 
The medical term "sudorifle ” is 
aI.so a derivation and refers to a 
medicine Inducing penspiration. 
The Latin word "sudarium with 
application to a "sweat-cloth " or 
handkerchief. Is also applied to 
the handkerchief St. Veronica la 
said to have offered to Christ 
while He was carrying the cross 
and upon which, according to 
sacred legend. His face was im¬ 
printed when He returned it to 
the compassionate woman. 

It is probable that our word 
"stew,” in the sense of boiling 
with water, comes rather indi¬ 
rectly from the Latin and Greek 
root-words; we securing the word 
from the Medieval English ”stu- 
wen,” meaning to bathe, and 
from the Old French "estuver” of 
similar meaning. It is evident 
that our word "wet ” is from the 
Anglo-Saxon "waet,” relating to 
“waeter” or water, and the word 
"weather,” while from the Anglo- 
Saxon "weder,” has an original 
meaning referring to moisture, 
dampness or rain. 


The Russian word "voda, " 
meaning water, forma al.so the 
foundation for their word ’vod¬ 
ka’'; a strong, alcoholic drink 
usually made from rye. 

★ ★ * ★ ★ 

W HILE on the subject of 
"water " it may be interest¬ 
ing to consider -some of the forms 
in which it is apparent to us other 
than as something with which to 
quench our thirst. The more fa¬ 
miliar. and sometimes disagree¬ 
able form is “rain,” or water fail¬ 
ing from the clouds. Our word 
comes from the Anglo..Saxon 
”regn” and possibly comes from 
the same origin providing the 
Latin "regnum” and Old French 
"regne,” meaning to guide or to 
rule, and Implying that which 
comes from above. This may be 
open to question, but we have 
seen that words are peculiar 
things and their now-accepted 
meanings are often at strange 
variance with their original im¬ 
plication. 

Rain fails from the "clouds, ” 
and this word is quite probably 
from the Anglo-Saxon ”clud,” 
meaning a large stone or a arnall 
hill, referring to the tumbled 
ma.sscs in which the clouds some¬ 
times appear. From this Anglo- 
Saxon word the Medieval English 
secured "clodde” and "clot”; the 
former retained by us in the form 
of "clod” to indicate a lump of 
earth (similar to a small .stone) 
and “clot.” now generally applied 
to a coagulated substance such as 
blood. 

The rain is absorbed by the 
earth and reappears as the waters 
of a "spring, " from the Anglo- 
Saxon "springan,” meaning "to 
leap forth " Springs supply the 
brooks (Anglo-Saxon "broc,” sur¬ 
viving In the English and Scotch 
"bracken,” or thickets along small 
streams) and the brooks find 
their way to "rivers.” Here we 
are in touch with Latin again; 
our word “river” coming iiidl- 
rectly fiom the Latin ”ripa, " a 
(river) bunk, through the French 
"riviere,” meaning the stream it¬ 
self. As in other words, the Latin 
letter ”p” secuicd the sound-value 
of “v” in French usage. 

The Latin word "riparian” re¬ 
ferred to those people living on a 
river’s banks and, in form of the 
legal term “riparian rights” is to¬ 
day used in the sense of reference 
to the use of water from a stream, 
generally for Irrigation purposes. 
Our pleasant-sounding word "rip¬ 
ple” comes from the sound of a 
stream’s waters flowing between 
its banks, and the less agreeable 


"riven,” in the .sense of being torn 
apart or a.sunder, is probably 
from the same source anrl Implies 
separation as between the two 
banks of a river. 

In the Latin there was no word 
similar to our word "brook” or 
"creek.” Instead, they had "rivus” 
and its diminutive "rlvulus” of 
like meaning and from whence we 
have our word "rivulet.” 

Rivera and brooks And their way 
to the "sea." an Anglo-Saxon word 
that is retained. The Latin "mare” 
of the .same meaning gave us 
"marine” and “maritime,” and 
from the Teutonic form of "mere” 
and ”meer” we secure the name 
"meerschaum” (sea-foam) to de- 
-scrlbe the soft clayllke material 
used in making tobacco pipes. 
The word "mere” persists In some 
of the English dialects to desig¬ 
nate an enclosed body of water. 

The "mermaid” of poetic fancy 
la, of course, a "sea-maiden” and 
the "merman,” not quite so allur¬ 
ing, is of a "sea-man.”

Our word "food” comes to us 
directly from the Anglo-Saxon 
"foda” and "fodor” and the Medi¬ 
eval English ”fode” and seems 
rather Indiscriminately applied to 
"food” for human beings and 
"fodder” for cattle. However, It 
is difficult to trace the word, if 
it can be so traced, to the Latin 
"pabulum. " meaning food and 
fodder. And it is even more diffi¬ 
cult to And association with the 
Greek "pateisthal,” meaning "to 
eat,” though the Greek form 
comes from the Sanskrit root 
”pa, " meaning "to protect” or 
pos.sib!y "nourish.” The Sanskrit 
"pacati” meant "he cooks,” Our 
word "pasture,” where cattle 
secure food, comes from this root. 
And while the Latin "pabulum” 
meant food, our word "repast” in 
the sense of a meal, comes from 
"repascere” meaning "to dine 
again,” We use the word "paste” 
in the sense of a mixture of 
flour and water, but the origi¬ 
nal Greek "paste” meant "barley 
broth.” 

The root-syllable "pa” seems 
retained in the Latin "pants” and 
French and Italian "pane,” mean¬ 
ing bread, and the original mean¬ 
ing of "pannier,” formerly ap- 
plieii to an arrangement of 
a woman’s skirt, was "bread¬ 
basket”; an arrangement for 
carrying bread by a person or on 
some beast of burden. In Ice¬ 
landic, food was “factha” and in 
Old High German la was ”fa- 
tunga,”
